15-16, the phrase "the installation location" is not clear. What "installation location"? 
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In claim 2, lines 5-6, the phrase "the measured values" is not clear. What 
"measured values"? In line 6, the phrase "the present subject relationships" is not clear. 
What "present subject relationships"? 

In claim 6, line 2, the word "generators" should be changed to -- generator -. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1 -2 and 6-8 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

Conclusion 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

The references cited are related to structures dealing with airborne noise and 
structure-borne noise.
